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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 8-12 in the reply filed on 10 August 2009 
is acknowledged. Claims 1-7, 10/1, 1 1/1 and 12/1 1/1 have been withdrawn from consideration. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8, 10/8, 11/8 and 12/11/8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Petersen (US 2,071,215). 

Petersen teaches a valve 18, a cylinder 6, a pushing pole 7, a gas-supplying pipe 10, a 
pushing board 4, a surrounding strip 1 and a pulling element connected between the pushing pole 
7 and the pushing pole 4 and the surrounding strip 1 . While the Petersen device is for artificial 
respiration the device is capable of performing counter pulsation. The timing of the chest 
compressions could be such that it assists the heart by forcing blood back into the heart. While 
the valve 12 of Petersen may not be a solenoid valve, solenoid valves are old and well known 
and an obvious equivalent means for performing the same function. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Petersen to use a solenoid valve instead of the 
oscillating valve 12 in order to be able to control the exact timing of the oscillation pattern. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Baldwin is cited to teach a piston 18 and cylinder 20 arrangement for constricting a 
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surrounding strip 24 around the body can be used for both CPR and counter pulsation, column 3, 
lines 55-59.
